Club Visits 

Glass Works 

Saw Mass Production Of 
Bottles On Saturday 

"-r 

About t.w cnty-five were present 
when the Mechanical Club visited tho 
Polnl-Sl-Chnrles factory of the Do- 
minion Class Company, last Saturday 
afternoon. There they saw mndlcs of 
all shapi . and sizes, from gallon Jars 
to quari jars being I limed out by the 
hundred:-. 

The visitors we're met and r.hnwu 
«round by the assistant manager who 
explained many details und answered 
innumerable questions. They first In- 
spected the bottle machine, which iv 
tho most important part of the fac- 
tory.- . ■ • '•' •.' .. • 

About 711.000 bottles arc turned out 
every day. They have been adapted to 
Canadian conditions, duo lo the' small 
orders, and can make as many as ten 
different kinds of bottles al once. 

It was ONplalued that l|io molten 
glass Is drawn In, and molded to the 
shape u; i|,e bdttjç; Thé machines arc 

honey • jibed with passages for eooi- 

Ing. After the bottles leave Iho ma- 
chine they are niinea lied 'and tempera- 
ture Is gradually reduced, taking from 
three to live hours. This is important 
an if tho bottles are not properlv 
cooled they will crack afterwards. The 
Initial temperature Is 750d P. 

The furnaces by which the glass Is 
melted are of a recuperative type. 
The temperature to 2700d F. The ma- 
terials from which Ihe glass Is made 
are fed Into the furnace. Producer 
gn.s Is burned and Is made by pars- 
ing air and steam In coal. The glass 
Is made by a mi.\lurc of soda lime 
and sand and a Utile ground glass Is 
•dded. The actual formula, though is 

secret . 

The company make (fte'lr own 
power. They have gas engines and 
steam engine?. The compapy also 
mahes its owp mach'nery. The 
moulds from which the bottles are 
modo arc very accurately shaped to 
within one-ono thousandth part of 
an inch. Any characters on the glass 
.have to bo cut in by band. When the 
bottles leave the furnace where thoy 
are annunllcd they are tested and. 
packed.

Social Order" at the Y.M.C.A. Forum 
on Sunday afternoon. 

"T*ie rank and rile of. the popula- 
tion does not realize that the social 
worker i3 trying, not only to supply 
relief to those In want, but also to 
bring about a better social and oeon- 
omlc state" continued tho speaker, 
who is llxccutive Director of the 
Montreal Council of Social Agencies, 

Mr. Palk opened his address in stat- 
ing that there were several stages In 
social work. The first Is that of sup- 
pling relief to those in want. The 
second Is to help these people to get 
out of this Kate. The next is lo try 
to prevent people from falling into 
that condition. The Inst stage Is that 
of bringing about a better social and 
economic state. 

"Social work especially Is dependent 
on other professions, either as Indivi- 
duals or as groups, and the social 
w : orker must socialise the attitude of 
others towards his work. 

"Two adjustments must be made to* 
bring about a better social order. One 
is lo adjust the .individual to society 
as It Is. The second, which is ' very 
Important and not yet fully appréciât- 
oil is to adjust' society to meet the 
needs of the Individual. 

"If wo conscientiously tried to fol- 
low the old Jewish law, first stated 
by Moses and later given by Christ, 
"Uovo your neighbor as thyself" there 
would be- nothing much to worry 
abput. Tho troubles from which we 
are suffering are very largely, if not 
totally, due to selfishness. There are 
those who arc not dclilieratoly selfish 
but selfish through thoughtlessness. 
These people, must bo shoVn tho con- 
ditions as they really exist today. 

The speaker then quoted Sherwood 
I.'ddy in "Christianity and World 
Problems" where this noted writer 
slates "tho willingness of people to 
lake things as they are, and 
their unwillingness to change them, 
almost passes coin prehension." 
it Is this condition said Mr. Palk 
which Impedes tho progress towards 
bringing about a bolter social order. 

Ills belief that iho world Is fa.clng 
an economic crisis today was given 
by the speaker. Mr. Palk then quoted 
many prominent men In different 
walks of llfo such aa Dr. Murray 
Butler of Columbia, Prof. MeDougall 
of Harvard, and II. G. Wells who have 
expressed this belief. A recent report 
by tho Liberal pa,yty In England was 
next brought up. This report said in 
part that financial and Industrial 
Changs must lako place, and that the 
worker's rights ij be not only a sub- 
ject 'but a citizen must be brought 
about. A repart of this nature from 
haid-headcd. slaloment such aa Lloyd 
George, Sir Herbert Satnuol, and May. 
nard Kanes was' hardly to be expect- 
ed. It shows that tho economic con- 
dition of the worker Is now well real- 
ized. At present many are not earn- 
ing enough to allow themselves the 
lowest standard o-: decent living. We 
must maintain a standard Btich that 
everyone will be able to llvo decent- 
ly.

The subject 
o[ the debate was "Resolved that it. is 
a sound policy lo present Zionism as :l 
solution to the Jewish problem". The 
Victorious Varsity men supported tlie 
negative ...j.io. a. M. Klèîn and David 
Lewis represented McGlll while 
Henry Green and fiouls Herman re- 
prc lied thu t; ol T. Monorail So- 
ciety. 

Klein opened the debate fw the at- 

, ti iîiâtive. lie showed that there were 

! three .aspects u, the Jew ish problem 

[ viz.. economical, political and cultural! 

; Under tin: economical aspect heading. 

' the speaker pointed oui that contrary 
l i • 

to general opinion, the majority of 

the. Jews are not wealthy. Tlie political 
aspect involved antl-scmltism and the 
discrimination against the Jew. Pl- 
nîùly there was the cultural aspect of 
the problem. Klein here pointed out 
that within Hie last two thousand 
years, the cultured Jews have all done 
their work bi and devoted their cul- 
ture to foreign lands. The common 
factor which underlay those aspects j. ; 
the. problem ol heredity and environ- 
ment. 

The speaker then went out to show- 
that tho ' various solutions to the 
problem, such as segregation, assim- 
ilation and internationalism could not 
possibly reconcile heredity and envir- 
onment or really be or any good. Tho 
only solution to the problem, ho con- 
tended, wa.s Zionism, which he char- 
acterized a* an attempt to bring to- 
gether heredity and environment thus 
creating a congenial harmony. Ho then 
showed how once the state of Paies- 
line was established, the economic, 
cultural and political aspects of the 
problem would soon vonlsh, 

Herman spoke for the victorious, 
visitors. To tho various aspects of tho 
Jewish problem outlined by Klein, ho 
added two more, the spiritual and so- 
cial. He pointed out that there must 
always be Jews in tho Diaspora! Zion- 
ism emphasized the allenshlp of the 
Jew and gave him not lime to seek a 
remedy for his ills In the country or 
state In which he : was- resident Kven 
if Zionism can matérialiste, there are 
a number of difficulties. Tho country 
is barren and the streams aro small.

S. K. Ratcliffe Shows Possi- 
bility of Labour Rule 

"England Is passing through a 
period of stagnation which only the 
English character ha.s been able to 
endure without disturbance, and wv 
can only look lo Ihe future for new 
leaders, since the war has cut off 
their supply for the present." Thus 
concluded S. K. Ratcllffo In an ad- 
dress given at the People's Forum on 
tho question of the coming election:: 
in England. 

The speaker In an very Impartial 
way, discussed the possibilities • o'. 
a. second Labor government if tho 
returns' gave a majority lo the La- 
borllcs and Liberals in the House. 
Although these parties arc fighting 
against each other Just now riurltiV 
tlie campaign ,tho speaker believed, 
with other authorities, dial they 
would readily unité If they could 
command a majority in the house. 

"The elections will probably take 
place during tho first, few dajn of 
Juno and will mark the epd of tin 
ppxlmum term of office which a gov- 
ernment can hold before goipg to the 
country. The elect'ons will bo In- 
fluenced by the regime of Ua'dwln 
and his party during tho last five 
years . 

"Baldwin had a good start and 
based his economic policy .on Pro- 
tection. He -was however ousted by 
Iho combined Labour and Liberal

South American 
War Is Averted 

League Of Nations Club 
Hears Two Papers 

The Bolivia -Paraguay dispute 
which figured so prominently in the 
news around Christmas time was the 
topic of I ho Lcaguo of Nations Club'.- 
mee.ting in tho S.C.A. last evening. 
Two aspects of the dispute were pre- 
sented in papers by Seltzer and Sl- 
mlnovitcli, members of tlie Club. Selt- 
zer dealt with the actual details of tho 
boundary dispute, while Slnilnovitch 
treated the various organisations und 
forces which make for aoilcablo arbi- 
tration In Soubh America, 

In commenolng Seltzer pointed „ui 
Iho Importance vi tho fact that Cana 
(Hans should havo. a very precise 
knowledge of what the other nations 
on this side of the world aro doing 
that may affect tha United State?. 

"Tho preeiso .territory under dis- 
pute," ] 10 continued, "is a V Shaped 
stretch ol" territory containing about 
100,000 square miles. The apex of the 
V approaches very closely the capital 
of Paraguay and a good deal of the 
disputed area. Is owned by Americans. 
Some time ago oil was discovered 
there ami tlie rights wore given to 
the Standard Oil Company. 

"The two countries base their 
claims on utterly different- bases. 
Paraguay's claim goes back to the old 
Spanish veglnio. The Bolivians claim 
that it is absurd to go further back 
than 1S10 when it was decided that 
tlie boundaries of the new countries 
should follow the lines laid down by 
Spain when she was trying ■ desper- 
ately to retain her colonies. 

Previous attempts Ijave proved vain 
anil the matter canio to a final Issue 
just at the closo of 102S. 

Siniinovitch. in introducing his 
paper, pointed out that South Ameri- 
can Itcpublics can roach an amicable 
settlement in. disputes through either 
the Pan-Anicrclan Council or the 
League of Nations.. The Pan-Ameri- 
can Council In the direct outgrowth of 
the necessity for union' among the, 
colonies which were fighting Spain 
for their freedom, in 1S25 th'o United 
Slates were invited to send delegates 
and thus tlie ccrttncil became repre- 
sentative of tho Americans! 

Tho working and function of tho 
League is so well known that the 
speaker did not trace its development' 
In South America except insofar as it 
referred to tho Muuroe Doctrine. But, 
neltlior tho League nor tho Pan- 
American Council stopped the war in 
Sou^h America. It was public 
opinion in tho United States. 

"Tho Standard Oil Company had ac- 
tually started ' tho war by seiz- 
ing sumo of tho disputed country and 
then trying lo secure a port of outlot 
for the oil on Urn Atlantic coast. The 
fact that tho Argentine Republic had 
recently shown considerable Interest 
In Paraguay and that public opinion 
was opposed lo war gave riso to Sec- 
retary Kollogg's final Intervention and 
tho rosortatlon to tho arbitration of 
tho Lcaguo of Nations.

"Muezzin " Writer At Eng- 
lish Literary Soc. Today 

The regular fortnightly meeting of 
.lie! English Literature Society will be 
.cid today In Room 30 of the Arts 
Jiilldlng at the usual time, 5 o'clock. 
.».. N. Cameron will read a paper 
an "Oscar Wilde". His paper wll. 
thus deal with one of the most rom- 
antic, und. least understood literary 
'gtirëa of thu last century. 
To; tho man In Ihe street Wilde Is 
Vofly remembered as a writer, of 
cccntrjc dress and habits, who at 
no period in his life was sentenced 
two years Imprisonment. Ho was 
howover the author of poems essays, 
jve's, tt iid p'ays which had wide in- 
uehco :t:ul aro worthy of serious 
•-.Y..r;''.'o;:. Perhaps his best known 
work is his play "Lady WVidcrnrcre's 
n", which Is often revived at the 
present time. Cameron is particularly 
well qunlltfled to discus this subject. 
He. is known In connection with 
tljn Daily's literary column, "Tho 
Muezzin", and' aj; tho most volumi- 
nous contributor of prose and verse to 
that column. Ho has also contributed 
to the "Canadian Mercury", and has 
made a spec al study of tho newer 
nnd more radical poets and poetlo 
forms. 

Tho executive are particularly anx- 
ious that this meeting should be well 
attended, and urge all mombers, who 
can possibly do so, to ho on hand. 
Only three or four mcet'ngs will be 
bold this year. 



Jesus Against 
Pan And Caesar 

Conflict Between NX- orships 
4M ject Of Service 

DR. KILPATRICK 

Pleasure And Power Versus 
Love And Self Sacrifice 
Is Theme 

Tho conflict between the worship of 
pleasure and power, and the worship 
of love and self sacrifice was the 
themo of Dr. G. o. D. KUpatrlck, of 
Ottawa, in his :;ermon yesterday 
morning at the University Church 
Si rvlco in Moyse Hall. Taking Pan as 
the embodiment of the Worship of 
pleasure and "Caesar as representing" 
power, tho preacher set oft against 
these the principles of Jesus. 

"Jesus has got to compete with Pan 
and Caeser, and frankly 1 do not think 
he has much olianco until, in some 
moment of sadness and sorrow you 
look about in searcii of comfort. 
Thon lie will cpme to you. 

"A man's (allure is Christ's oppor- 
tunity." declared Dr. Kllpatrick. "The 
lost aro men and women like you and 
mo who knew that when it left you and 
the strife of life, there is no", enough 
power in themselves" to survive. For 
every nuin who has hailed Christ as 
Lord there arc ten thousand who have 
hailed 'him as Saviour for lifting 
them up. Pan and Caesar have noth- 
ing to say for tho deep needs of the 
soul. 

"I do not mean to say," continued 
tho preacher, "that Christ Is only for 
failures. Ho has much to say for your 
abundant life. It does not take much 
of a man to make u Christian, but it 
takes till thero is of him." 

"Other teachers can inspiro us, and 
summon us to great daring, but if you 
aro looking for hope thero Is no one 
like Jesus." 

Dr. Kllpatrick took for his 
text tho words in Matthew 16:21. 
"Prom that time forth began 
Jesus to .-how unto bis dis- 
ciples, how that ho must go unto Je- 
rusalem, and suffer many things of 
tho elders and' chief priests and 
scribes, and bo killed, and be raised 
again the third day." 

Ho described tho circumstances of 
"that time" by saying that Jesus had 
como to tho sourco of tho Hiver Jor- 
dan for a holiday, and was greatly de- 
jected becauso tho hope of success

True, there are many lessons to be learned 
hum the great minds of the past, lessons which 
alone can form a basis for progress in the fu- 
ture. But in the meantime, while we are en- 
gaged in retrospect, the present is slipping by 
unobserved and unrecognized, in the university 
curriculum at least. Fëw even of the under- 
graduate and campus activities pay any atten- 
tion to what is 'going on outside. Even his social 
.activities tend to prevent the student from 
'poking outward upon the world. 

There are exceptions, of course, both in 
urricular and campus programmes. The scien- 
L-t»|, to remain seeutit'ic, must keep up-to-date, 
But other fields of study seem to ignore the 
present almost completely. In literature, living 
authors are rarely mentioned. Current events 
t'inll small place in college history courses. This 
ijsl could be multiplied indefinitely. Even the 
undergraduate newspaper absolutely ignores all 
thtît does not directly pertain to college life. 
The idea is fondly nursed that the university 
main is ultra-modern. — but is he? Does he really 
l.ubw life, or merely a small cross-section of it. 

; Not all universities suffer from this mal- 
ady. The best of them try-to-off-set in some 
way the very obvious tendency in this direction. 
A certain college in the United Stattes has gone 
to unusual length in order to insure that stu- 
dents shall not live four years in a little world 
of their own contrivance. Throughout the 
whole year its students alternate between col- 
lege and work outside. For two months they 
hold real jobs, working for a living with other 
men, with no favors asked but the right to contr 
pete with the best the world has to offer. Then 
for two months they throw off the responsibil- 
ities of their work and delve into the store of 
knowledge. In this way they are never at any 
time very far removed from either their studies 
or the affairs of the practical workaday world 
about them. The two are thus inseparably as- 
sociated. 

What the result of this educational experi- 
ment will be it is as yet impossible to predict. 
It is founded upon a need, but perhaps it also 
may have its weaknesses and shortcomings.

"1 am aware that ilic lateness of this 
date, keeps away many who U'ouli] 
gladly compete a lew. weeks .ni.c.-. 
Hut tho H.W. ,t ]•'., iliu l..>keiha.ll 
leant anil the gym Club ma,,, ,.ie 
SI. U.S. until tho end of February find 
it is impossible to secure tho Drill 
Hall without a great deal of corres- 
pondance. Thus, we find that .March 
Mrd is tho oarlicst date at -which wo 
ean run off a meet. Of course, If left 
111 later, it would Intcrfero much more 
Hh studies than it does now. 
''As you know our trackmen have 
little opportunity to get into any com- 
petitions other than our jwn. jnects 
in tho fall. Therefore in ordor to 
fiako competition keener wc have al- 
ways Invited tho M.A.A.A. and (ill 
other clubs in the city which may 
have happened to he interested, to 
compcto against our men. 

•"This year wo thought It only fair 
that M.A.A.A. fchould put on the 
meot. Accordingly, wo approached tho 
president of tho M.A..V.A. track club 
g 'and put tho ma tter up to him. He prom- 
ised to lay ihe proposition before the 
executive at the next meeting. Mean- 
while, wo went right ahead and filed 
our application for the use of the 
Drill Hall. 

"Tho track executive of the M.A.A. 
A. agreed enthusiastically to our 
suggestion and now it remains only 
lor us to receivo tho official govern- 
ment permission to use the Drill Hall, 
and this lias been practically assured 
to us. 

'•The program will be composed of 
all the standard indoor events: 60, 
o00, GOO, 1000 yards, High Jump, Itelay 
possibly a shot-put and several High 
School Itelays. In view of the fact 
that the McGill Interscholastlc Dom- 
inion Championship Meet is only three 
months away wc arc going to try to 

• arrange three of these schoolboy re- 
lays with additional sprints in each 
A\ats. Hurdle races, broad jumps and 

''"«le- vaults aro difficult and expensive 
events to run off indoors, but, be it 
understood that I make no final sta- 
tement on this point. 

Here the coach waxed a little re- 
sentful and wistfully deplored the 
lack of financial backing and of pub- 
lic interest. "The difficulty," ho con 
tinned, "in holding a meet in this city 
is that no organization has sufficient 
financial backing to make it a real 
•success. 

"Tako tho recent Ontario Indoor 
Championships at which Percy Wil- 
liams add J'hll Edwards made «iicli a 
wonderful showing. That meet was 
financed by tho city of Toronto. A 
temporary banked track was laid in 
no Municipal Auditorium visiting 
athletes were invited to compete, and 
a campaign of advertising was fol 
lowed which attracted twelve thou- 
sand people to the meet. 

"Wo have as good mate-rial here, In 
Montreal, as they have In Toronto, or 
for that matter, anywhere. hook at 
Alex "Wilson, Alex Docherty, Lou Hill 
ton and the other boys around tho 
city. .They simply do not get tho con- 
tinual competitive practice necessary 
and encouragement which Is so ne- 
cessary in the development of a great 
athlete.

Reject Zionism 
As Solution To 
Jewish Problem

The agriculture '^produce, too, would 
have to coinpcie with that of countries 
more favorably situated. To make 
Palestine Industrial there is a lack of 
coal and iron and other fundamental 
necessities of industry. Finally t'alos. 
tinc.cap.Id not absurb .all the .lews. '

tho speaker. Tho problems must be 
dealt with whore they exist, they must 
be f ougbji >d8 :thar exist , a round us. 
T h o iyy m^t^i or • •J^e^ine* %tyild 
also creato now -.animosity. Ho point- 
ed out that in America, tho principal 
phase of thé problem is that of the 
soul and went on to show that Zion- 
ism can help this religious phase very 
little or not at all. 

Lewis, speaking for McGill, stressed 
tho fact that the fundamental reason 
behind the Jewish problem was tha 
ack of a homeland. Tho psychology of 
the nations towards a homeless nation 
is one of lowness and depreciation. 
This gives rise to antl-scmltism. If 
Palestine existed a,i the Jewish home- 
land, then Palestine, as such, could 
approach the League of Nations and 
with as much influence as other 
countries, demand the Inalienable) 
rights of Jews elsewhere. Above all, 
Palestine would bo the cultural centre 
of tho Jewish race. As tho cultural 
centre it would bo tho turning fork 
to the music Qf the Jewish soul. Men 
of culture would make their creations 
Jewish creations and their culture 
dlstinctely Jewish culture. Finally, 
Palestine would sorvo as the economic 
rcfugo of tho Jews of Eastern Europe. 

Green, in closing the debate for the 
negative, stated that, the Jewish prob- 
lem ' was 1 universal and thai Zionism 
could not solve all its aspects. He also 
cniphasij>ed the fact that the majority 
of tho Jewish people will continue to 
live in the Diaspora. The past his 
tory of tho Jew shows that he is des- 
tined to mingly with the luttions of 
tho world and thcro work out his 
destiny. 

Taking the position of the Polish 
Jews' the speaker showed tha t In splto 
of the hardships of the Jewish Polish 
life, many Jews who hud gono from 
Poland to Palestine had returned to 
Poland. This he eontldered proof that 
Zionism cannot solvo the problem 
peculiar to the Polish Jew. Itumaiilan 
Jews uro seeking their rights granted 
them by constitution. A little slate in 
Syria gould not possibly force Human- 
la to give tho Jews theso rights. On 
the other hand, it would only accent- 
uate the difficulties, the ltum.inlaiis 
would then say that tho Jew could 
not possibly Iwlong to two stales and 
so deprivo him si III further of what 
rights ho had. The Jews of Soviet 
Pussia look lo thu Third International 
to solvo their problems and not Zion- 
ism, llo concluded; with the statement 
that tho Jewish- problem embraced 
fair more than Zionism.

"Besides providing invaluablo prae- 
tiso In exécution," Williams remark- 
ed; "work on collego magazines and 
papers imbues tho aspirant with con- 
fidence, thereby saving useful years 
when ho is working professionally. Of 
two men, both starling work on a 
newspaper together and both having 
th& same amount of technique, the 
man with the collego experience has 
an enormous advantage over his riv- 
al."

fame in their particular field of art.

"In cartooning, as in every other 
creative art, original ideas count a 
good deal more than any machine- 
like reproductive quality. For example 
tho modern newspaper artist, In addi- 
tion to creating threo hundred and 
slxty-rivo' different Ideas each 
year, must oontend with tho difficul- 
ty of working 'out of tho' weather,' 
that is, In order to insure publication 
at a given dalo ho must have his ma- 
terial ready from six lo eight weeks 
ahead. Thus on a cool Juno day the 
a)'tlst must bo mentally sweating un- 
der a torrid August sun, while in Oc- 
tober his characters aro busily shov- 
eling snow. Add to this tho fact that 
tho strip must bo equally acceptable 
from Malno to Texas and It Is obvious 
that II takes considerably moro than 
faultless oxecutlan to make a success- 
ful cartoonist."

Glen Frank Once 
More Disapproves 

Wisconsin Educator Criticizes 
American Scholastic Conditions 

tllen Frank of the University of 
Wisconsin, ono of the stormy petrels 
of United States educators, has again 
exprescd his disapproval of scholastic 
conditions which exist In American 
colleges. in an interview recently 
which appeared in tho Dally Cardinal, 
campus newspaper of tho University 
of Wisconsin, President Frank said 
concerning university curricula, "The 
difficulty seems to bo that there is eo 
much kuowledgo that, if you judge 
four years sufficient to pick it up, you 
will always be disillusioned." 

Ho continued to say, "There seems 
to bo ono important thing In tho lib- 
eral education; to succeed in the four 
years, in creating In the student a real 
interest In ideas and a real Intercut 
in reading sufficiently so that he will 
ead something else besides tltc latest 
novel. 

"My own guess, if I were building 
a now college, is that my first experi 
ment would bo to set up In my curric 
ulum tho first two years in the for 
inula of attacking episodes in civiliza- 
tion. I should Include Creek civil- 
izatlon, whoso material is Intrinsically 
Important, medieval society, where tjie 
closo alliance of church and state and 
tho development of tho guild system 
are sufficient, tho closely organized 
medieval society, tho industrial revo- 
lution which broko this society, and 
then a topteal consideration ot the' 
fIbo ot American civilization. 

"My own dream for Wisconsin Is 
that In the future tho cntlro fresh- 
man and Bophomoro population will 
bo enrolled In a series of spiall resi- 
dent colleges or 100 each with a «mal! 
staff to carry out the general teach- 
ing procedure/'

meut on the point that College gives 
one the opportunity to acquire know- 
ledge which gives a broader outlook on 
and richer meaning lo life in general, 
this opportunity is not found in busi- 
ness, but must be sought by busi- 
ness girls in their leisure hours. 
The element of fatigue and lack or 
time enters largely into this con- 
sideration. No aesthetic values In 
business where pointed out during 
the discussion and the great propor- 
tion of values found were ethical, for 
example, developing one's self-con- 
fidence, dependability, self control, 
tolerance, and sense of money values. 
Unselfishness was at first Included as 
one of the ethical values of business 
but was later ruled out, as the ma- 
jority of those present considered 
that every one Is out for himself In 
the business world, and therefore 
tends to become selfish. After a dis- 
cussion which was both witty and 
earnest, Miss Bnth Harrison outlined 
the.

Sunday morning, a soction was re- 
served at tho University Service in 
Moysc Mall for those attending the 
Conference, as the Service was part 
of their program. The sermon de- 
livered by Dr. K'lpatrick of Ottawa 
was of a most inspirational char- 
acter. 

At 2 p.m. on Sunday the Confer- 
ence again assembled at Strathcona 
Hall, where the session was begun 
by a service of worship conducted by 
Miss Muriel Hall, Pres. S.C.A. ot 
K.V.C. Dr. Best opened tho dis- 
cussion by asking lor definitions .of 
the word, Culture, as a necessary pre- 
liminary before, proceeding to dis- 
cover lhc possibilities. 7or girls In 
business of continuing their cultural 
development. Dr. Best condensed the 
many suggestions as to the meaning' 
of the word, and suggested that cul- 
ture was a combination of one's In- 
tellectual development, aesthetic ap- 
preciation, behaviour toward other 
people, and attainment of expert 
skill. Many suggestions were made 
ns to ways of continuing cultural de- 
velopment. These Included not only 
privilege of wHlch night schools are. 
typical, but the use of one's powers 
of observation, and the development 
of a considerate attitude toward their 
people. 

"What Is Education?'* wan last dis- 
cussed, from both the narrow and 
broad points of view. II was found 
that education Is largely dependent 
on one's environment, that tho home 
influence Is most Important, and 
finally that what We are deponds on 
the selection wc make from our op- 
portunities.
